The Rfeel Rall Monopoly.

The steel rall industry of the country
is about nt o standstill, The railroads
having decided not to purchase any
more rdils until they can get them at
50 aton, and the steel-rail syndicate
having determined that it will not sup-
piy the market below from 853 to 866 o
ton, nearly all of the mills have bheen
closed, without any promise os to when
they  will resume  operations,  ‘This
strugele hetween the railroad manngers
andd the steelspull mopopoly is a novel
vvent in the husiness experience of the
countey, and the resplt will be awaited
with n groat deal of interest. It is sug-
gostive of an important change in the
rolutions of these hithorto united powers
for mulntaining an oppressive burden
upon the people. and  particularly upon
the agricalture of the country, the sig-
pilicance of which isin the clearly im-
plicd eharge thot the prices the steel-rail
manufacturers have heen receiving dur-
ing the past two years were an un-
warrnntable exaction, There are obyi-
ous reasons wijy the railronds will not
find it so ensy in the future as they have
in the past to compel the teaftie of the
country to pay for improvements mide
nt noeost far beyond o legitimate limit,
and the managers of these corporations
are boginning to see that the time has
come when they must defend them-
selves ngainst the steel-vail monopoly
which  has  thus far had its
own  way. I the stryggler s
prolonged, ns it may be, the enuse of
labor will sutfer, but for onee the publie
symputhy will be with the railroad
II'III'IH\I.!I‘]'S-

The production of steel rails in the
United States for the pnst two years was
in round pumbers 300000 #ross Lons,
Thoe rallways of the country paid for
these from #45 to #40 per ton. A con-
temporary points out that during this
period steel rails have been selling in
England for the raflronds in Indin ot

from $16 to 820 per ton. At the most
libeval allowanee for difference in the
cost of production in this  country,
it is estimated that the  railroads
constructed  last yoear in the
[Tnited Stutes paid 230, 00080
for steel rails over what they would

have had to poy for the foreign product.
This amount was u teibute, in excoss of
w fuir profit, which the railvoads of the
country paid to the steel-rail monopaoly,
aund which will have to be vepoid by the
tendfie of the country, thereby imposing
an unjust exaction upon the whole peo-
ple, and especially upon the unprotected
fnrmers, for the benetit of a class, It is
high time that the steel rail monopoly
veceived o check, and if the railrownds
shall suceced in bringing it to terms
they will have done o great publiv serv-
ice.  The most effective means of doing
this, however, will be to at least cut in
half the tariff duty by which the mo-
nopoly is now fortified,

The Modern Juggernaut,

One hundred and forty-two persons
waere killed by the railronds within the
eity Hmits of Chicago last vear. Nearly
as muany more met death in the imme-
diate viewmity of the city through the
same cause. This is an appalling  rec-
ord. Ttis murder by the wholesale.
Chicago was justly wrought vp over the
historic Haymiarket massucre for which
four anarchists were recently strangled-
But the railway men who have been in-
strumental in  committing a greater
carnage are dllowed to go scot free.
Just think of it! More men, women
and children were mangled and erushed
to death at railway ecrossings in the

streets of Chicago than were sent to.

premature  graves
What is

by any epidemic.
true of Chicago in this
respoct i8  true of other Ameri-
eny cities. It is true of Omaha.
The modern juggernaut counts her vie-
tims by the thousund every year and
this reckless slaughter will continue
until the laws sgainst murder are en-
forced upon railway manoagers who fail
to provide proper safegunrds agninst
these ever recurring “‘accidents” at rail-
rond erossings, The crime is one with
which American cilies have become so
familinr that its enormity is not realized.
It is time publie sentiment were aroused
ngainst  the perpetentors of such
slaughtoey,

As the Chicago News fitly remurks,
“murder is murder, whether committed
or permitted by an individual, corpora-
tion or municipality.” No city should
longer be an accomplice in such erimes
by allowing them to go unpunished.

Judicinl Salnries,

While tho American people are as so-
licitous as those of any other nation re-
goarding the acquirviments, ability and
clinvactor of the men who are selected
for judicial positions, they nre far less
liberal than those of almost any other
country in paying judicial  saluries,
When one reflocts upon the small puy
received by justices of the supreme court
of the United Stawes, and the still
smnller salarics of circnit and district
Judges, he will hurdly fail to wonder
that the distinguished jurists who have
riven so gront and brilliant a charnctor
to the judicial history of the United
States were induced to leave the fure more
luerntive  field  of  private  prae-
tice to give their best years to the pub-
lic service forn fraction of what they
might have secoved in the service of in-
dividuals, There aro hundreds of Inw-
yers in private practice, who would rate
as second cluss, who earn  aununlly
double the salavy of 210,500 paid the
chiof justice of the suprems court, and
theve are lnwyers of conspicuous ability
who receive u lavgor sum than this for a
single fea.  The bonor of eminent
judicial positicn with a life tenure is of
course an inducoment, It is something
to be preferred among a host of one's
countrymen for such distinction, and to
bhe p:‘i\'ih g;c-t] Lo contributo something

to & most unportant branch of
the nution’s history. Dut i
this consideration can Justly

play any part in detevmining the gquos-
tion of emolument it should be vepey
small, for the honor must be paid for in
meoting social obligetions that malke
thelr ulmost constaut pecuniory exae-
tions. The lowyer in private practice
enrning fifty thousund dollnrs a year
muy give social dinners whon he pleases
and w whom he pleases, or he may not
give them at all, but the supreme court
justice must comply with the socinl luws
that huave been established. KReally,
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however, the honor conferred has noth-
ing to do with the question. which is
one simply of paying sueh fair and
adeguate salaries for judiginl serviee
ns  shall be &  just  compensa-
tion and induce men of the highest
legal ability and stiainments to seck
gsuch serviee. [t may  be said that no
difficalty hins ever been found in secur-
ing men of high ability for the federal
benel in all geades, but this does not
justify o parsunonious policy in paying
for such ability., A wealthy and pros-
perous people. profoundly respectful of
lnw, can have no veason for refusing 1o
pay those who expound the law salavies
commensurato with theivability and the
grave rasponsibility that is develved on
theme  And in doing so they ercet o
barrvier for keeping out of thg judiciary
the class of ubility that it is desirable
should geck service there, which if it
hos not alveady proved effective may in
time do so,

It is interesting to note the wide dif-
ference in the rewsrds thut England
puys for the services of her ablest law-
yersin the judicmry. There the judi-
cial position corresponding to our chief
justice of the supreme court roceives a
salary of #30,000 1 year, and the lenst of
the judges connected with the nationnl

tribunals, corresponding to  clireuit
or district  judges in  this coun-
try, receives 825,000, In England

thirty-four judges receive an aggregato
of $310,000 a year, while the eighty fed-
ernl judges in the United States receive
u total of but 8318,000 n year, with guite
ns much and as arduous labor to per-
form as their English bretheen. Re-
form, both from considerations of public
policy and justice, is clearly needed in
this matter of judicial salaries,

The Society Dog Craze.

The eraze for pet dogs which within a
vear or two has possessed the society
women of the ecastern cities appears to
have grown to such proportions as to
demund attention from these vigilant
conservators of the socinl welfure, the
newspiapers, several of  which have
vecontly found a text  for homilics
agninst this modern soeiety eaprice in
the ferocious mangling of three persons
at Camden, N. J., by mastiffs, of which
the telegraph n few days ago gave an
account, As this craze has developed
in amild form in western cities, it may
be timely to sound the alurm of dauger
raised by our eastern contemporaries,
with a view of staying the progress of
the fantastic whim in this section, The
western young lady who affects a pet
dog is ns yet very far behind her east-
orn sister in solicitude for the supposed
comfort of her fondling and in the pub-
lie demonsteation of her care and affec-
tion. She may be in private a close
imitator in carvessing and pampering
her pet pug or tervier, feeding it on
delicacies, and otherwise violating the
laws of its nature and rendering it ulti-
mately morose and vicious, but she has
not yet reached that point when she is
proud to connect hersell with a blue
ribbon and be lead about the street by
a sullen-looking nug orashaggy poodle,
fancying herself the envy of every
other young woman who doesn’t possess
this canine attachment. In the warm
sgeason the fashionable thoroughfaresof
eastern cities are thronged with silly
girls, and some who have passed
beyond the nge of girlhood, who by
turns lead and are led by dogs of va-
rious species that are neither useful nor
ornamental, though for the most puart
quite as sensible ns their owners.  The
western girl **to the manner born™ hus
not yet reached this refinement of silli-
ness,

There is danger in pet dogs, when
treated as such dogs usunlly are, De-
nied the freedom, the exercise and the
proper food which their natures require,
if they 1i ve long enough under such
treatment they are very sure in time to
become morose, ill-natured and vicious.
No healthy dog can be grown in the
house, with o pabulum of delieacies
which would soon make any well orgun-
ized girl or boy n weakling. Theanimal
nature must have fresh airv, exercise
and wholesome food in order to prop-
erly develop and to exhibit its hest
traits. When these requirements are
denied the nature of the hrute becomes
in thue perverted and thervefore dan-
gerous,  Apart from this consideration
is the ridicule and reproach which this
oraze brings upon the young women
who allow themselves to be eaught by

it. Nothing could be moro absurd than
an intelligent-appearing ond  well-

drossed young woman leading about or
following an ill-looking pug, a red-eyed
poodle, or an attenuated terrier, and
the inevitable populur verdict in all
auch cases is that the woman is very
likely a good-for-nothing in all prae-
tieal ways. There ought to be a sharp
and vigorous crusade against the pet-
dog eraze as one of the fantasties of
modern society both dangerous nnd de-
moralizing.

in wn effort to defend himself, he was
was started undiere n heavy guard for
Libhy prison at Bichmond, On the way "
he managed 1o effect his escape, and
reach the foderal Vines. Generad Logan,
however, doubted his statement, and
orderad his arvvest, but sent him to
General  Dodge’s  hendyuncters  for
identification.
